IRS. WILLIAMS. 


Why Her Husband Killed 
Her. 


A Strange Story About Her Married 
Life. 


A Terrible Tragedy Follows Closely 
After the Wedding Bells. 


How She Was Preparing to Go te Her Second 
Hasband at the Time of Her Death— 
He Cannot Be Found in 
This City. 


Ithas been rumored about town for the 
past few days that J. C. Webber, a former 
husband of Mrs. Williams, who was so 
brutally murdered by her husband a week 
ago last Saturday night, was in the city for 
the purpose of getting possession of his 
children, Annie, Johnny and Phebe, Yes- 
terday a Times reporter who is conversant 
with some of the past history of the 
Webbers was detailed to look up the rumor 


| and discever if possible what grounds there 


were for the statement. 

Itis generally known that when Mrs. 
Williams was killed, Anuie, the elder of 
the three orphans, stated that her father, 
(Webber) was dead, but that during his life 
he had been in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad as a surveyor. This story 
proving true, would leave the children 
without either father or mother and resulted 
in the adoption of the yon by responsi- 
ble les, as reported in these columns yes- 


terday. 

Knowing that Mrs. Devine, who resides 
on the corner of Grand avenue and Pine 
street, was an old friend of the Webber 
family, and had been acquainted with them 
from the time when they first resided in this 
77 thirteen years ago, until the day of Mrs. 

Williams’ murder, with the exception of 
about six years which they had spent in 
Arizona while Webber r * the emp! * of 
the railroad company. was to 
Devine’s house that Williams fled after 
commiting the crime of wife-murder, and 
where he was captured by Officer Botello. 

On * the Devine house, the re- 
porter asked if such a man as J. C. Webber 
was sopping there. Mrs. Devine, with con- 
siderable vehemence, answered that he was 
not, and that the only * she knew of 
bearing that name was the dead woman, 
Mrs. Annie Webber-Williams. She then 
continued the conversation at great 3 
during which the reporter gleaned the fol- 
lowing fac ts: 

When Mrs. Devine and Mrs. Webber first 
became 1 the latter was living on 
Figueroa street, a few doors away from ee 
former. Webber was 8 to di 
well by Devine, and M ebber di 
eat deal of dressmaking for Mrs. Devine. 
ebber was earning considerable — at 
that time, and according to all 8 
the couple were leading a 8 

During the year 1881 \ a who it 
seems was also an 1 surveyor, 
was employed by the railroad company to 
assist in the survey of the narrow-gauge 
road running from Colfax to Nevada City, 
and removed with his family to Nevada 
county. After arriving at Colfax and find- 
ing his duties would keep him from home 
the greater part of the time, he sent his wife 
to Grass Valley, where his parents, who are 
well-to-do, res ded, while he went into the 
field with the surveying party. 

After the road was surveyed, Webber 
went to Tucson, and while there was en- 
gaged ina nuinber of schemes to make 
money, but being unsuccessful in all of 
them, finally dropped to the position of a 
May's watchman. This place he held until 

ay 23, 1883, by which time he had degen- 

d from a fond and loving husband toa 
saloon loafer, with the reputation of slee 
— 4 on his watch at night, and watching the 
oons far more attentively than was good 
for himself or his employers. 

On May 23d of that year Webber had been 
drinking very ‘heavily, and toward night 
was in a frantic condition, stalking around 
the city threatening to kill every person he 
met. After an hour of this kind of amuse- 
ment he entered a saloon, and drawing his 
—_ he started toward the store of Zeeken- 

orf & Co., whose premises he was employed 
to watch, and on his way there proceeded to 
fire at every person he saw. Several officers 
had gathered at the noise of the shooting, 
but knowing Webber to be desperate when 
drunk were afraid to risk his arrest. Sev- 
eral shots were fired at him without avail, 
and he reached the store unhurt. 

On the corner of the street opposite to 
Zeekendorf’s store, a sporting man named 
Hinton was standing, and Webber seeing 
him there, turned his revolver in that direc- 
tion and shot Hinton through the heart, 
killing him instantly. It was then that the 
officers summoned up enough courage to 
make a rush and capture the drunken 
maniac, who they at once heavily ironed and 
put in ja Hinton was quite a popuiar 
man, and for a time it was feared that his 
friends would take the law into their own 
hands and lynch Webber, but feeling confi- 
dent that he would not escape hanging, be- 
ing captured red-handed in such a wanton 
crime, — allowed the law to take its 
course, Webber by the expenditure of 
a large * of money on the part of his 
friends, managed to escape the gallows at 
the expense of a sentence for life in the 
Yuma Penitentiary. 

Webber was put in the pententions, and 
his wife, who was still living with his 
parents, became acquainted with Williams at 
about this time, and with him came back to 
Los Angeles. During the year 1885 Mrs. 
Williams received word, so Mrs. Devine 
says, that her husband, Webber, had es- 
caped from the penitentiary, and if she 
wanted to hear from him 8 e could do 80 
through his parents, who were acquainted 
with his whereabouts, At that time Will- 
iams had not taken to drinking, and treated 
his wife with all ¢cdnsideration . 
keeping her supplied with all the 822 
in dress and food she wished for. This be- 
ing the case, Mrs. Williams had no desire to 
hear or know anything about Webber, and 
90 word of any nature passed between 
them. 

During the summer of 1886 Williams took 
to drinking, and instead of the kind treat- 
ment he had hitherto accorded his wife, he 
pave her nothing but curses, even refusing 

er sufficient money to procure clothing for 
herse lf and the children. It was then that 
rs. Williams commenced to look back at 
the the happy hours she had spent with Web- 
ber, and she brooded over the misfortune 
that divided them. Williams often found 
her crying, and on one of these occasions 
his brutal language to her, and his demand 
to know what she was crying about brought 
out the startling information to him, from 
one of the children, that “mamma was cry- 
Ing for my Own papa.”’ 

his remark from the child, who had 
heard her mother talk of their father, inade 
a suspicious man like Williams almost 
wild, and is more than likely the first thing 
that finally resulted in the murder. From 
the day of this incident until the moment 
of his firing the fatal shot Williams lost no 
opportuhity of taunting his wife with being 
unfaithful to him, and as far as can be 
learned was the subject of their quarrel 
when the murder was committed. On one 
occasion Williams intercepted a letter 
which Mrs. Williams had written to Web- 
ber’s parents, in which she asked them to 
care for the children in the event of any- 
thing happening to her, and this also was 
the cause of a furious quarrel between them. 

A few days previous to the shooting Mrs. 
Williams, in a confidential conversation 
with Mrs. Devine, told her that she had 
about made up her mind to go ahead and 
finish furnishing the ropms in her lodging-

1 that all the time she had been 
nein with Williams Mrs. Webber had 
stated that Webber had been killed by fall- 
ing froma scaffold while engaged in paint- 
ing a two-story house in Tucson, and it was 


not until just previous to her death that she 


even hinted to her friend that Webber was 
alive. Mrs. Devine knew about his being 
a convict, but did not let Mrs. Williams 
know she was possessed of the information 
until the confidential conversation above 
referred to, so it was n° surprise to her 
when she hel Mrs. Williams talk as she 
did about the matter. It is the opinion of 
Mrs. Devine that in some manner, probably 
by some thoughtless remark of one of the 
children, that Williams heard of this con- 
templated move, and that, maddened by 
drink and inflamed by passion he had met 
her after hearing it and taxing her with 
contemplated unfaithfulness shot her down 
in cold blood. 

Williams is the third husband of the mur- 
dered woman, she having been married first 
to a miner, who was killed during the first 
week of their married life by fallin g cen 
a shaft and being dashed to pieces. 
was her second husband, and Williams the 


rd, 

If the foregoing story is true, Webber, 
being an escaped convict, would hardly 
venture to make a public claim for the 
children, In addition to this, Tun Times 
is in possession of an Associated Press tele- 
gram, sent out from Tucson on May 23, 1883, 
which gives an account of the murder of 
Hinton by Webber as detailed above, which 
alone gives the history of the family a 
strong page of probability. At any rate, 
even if there should be any disposition 
shown to surrender the children to such a 
claimant, if such present himself, it is not 
likely his claim would be entertained until 
it is known that he is a proper person to 
have them under his care.

Trifling in itself, the 
ncident is only interesting and valu- 
able by reason of its being, so fur as 
the actors in it know, the very last 
hostile act of any armed force of the 
r. Faircioth belonged to Co. C.. 
Second first a part of 
Wharton’s igade, afterward with 
Wheeler’s command. This ment 
was for some time associa with 
Terry’s famous Texas Rangers, whose 
exploits are among the most highly- 
prized traditions of the war. The inti- 
macy that grew up between these two 
commands was very ‘close and tender, 
and remained unbroken to the end. A 
Ranger“ would succor a Second Geor- 
pia Cavalryman in distress as quick as 
is own brother. They fought to- 
gether, bivouacked together, and to- 
gether went on many a wild, adven- 
turous raid. 

But to the incident. Lee had sur- 
rendered. Johnston had surrendered. 
Only Kirby Smith remained at the head 
of armed resistance. The Confederacy 
was in its death throes. Wheeler de§ 
termined not to surrender his men, but 
to force his way across the country to 
join Smith west of the Mississippi. To 
this end he procured the re moval of his 
command from Johnston's army, and 
started upon one of the most hazardous 
retreats in the annals of war. While 
everywhere Confederate troops were 
grounding their arms, taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States Gov- 
ernment and returning to their homes. 
this little band under their gallant 
leader refused to lower the stars and 
bars.“ 

Wheeler's bold movement was kept a 
profound secret, known only to his own 
men and Gen. Johnston. All thought 
that the war was over. The Federals 
came freely into the lines of their late 
oes,and there was a general inter- 
mingling of the blue and gray.“ It 
fell to the lot of company C to guard 
Wheeler’s rear. A barréi of brandy 
was discovered just inside the reserve 
picket line, and these old veterans 
with true soldierly instinct, soon tapped 
it and were fast getting into a hilarious 
condition. Thelieutenantin command 
of the picket guards was in a short 
time unable to distinguish a confeder- 
ate from a ‘‘Yank.”’ and was relieved 
by Mr. Faircloth, the orderly sergeant. 
The aroma of that brandy was wafted 
to the olfactories of the Union soldiers, 
and soon a troop of cavalry was seen 
coming at a headleng charge upon that 
barrel. 

Sergeant Faircloth obeyed the orders 
of his chief, and the dashing squadron 
was received with a volley from their 
picket line. They were dumbfounded, 
and without returning the fire showed 
a white flag. The Sergeant advanced 
to parley with the bearer of the flag of 
truce. What the deuce did you fire 
for? Don’t you know the war is over?“ 
This was jerked out by the spokesman 
on the other side. I obeyed orders.“ 
calmly replied the Sergeant. No 
troops can pass my line.“ But, man, 
Johnston has surrendered and the war 
is over. Come, let us pass; we want to 
taste that brandy over there.” 1 
must carry out my orders,“ stoutiy 
maintained Sergeant Faircloth, ‘‘and 
if your men advance they will be fired 
upon. But,” he added. I am expect- 
ing orders calling in my men every 
minute, and if you will wait perhaps 
you may get a drop of brandy.’

This embraced between fifty and 
sixty, or nearly all, of the distilleries of 
the Northwest. Their Object was to 
limit the production to the require- 
ments of the trade. Of course it was 
necessary to close down a large num- 
ber of these distilleries, and as a 
rule those of the greatest capacity were 
only operated. Those that ceased 
operations were paid from 12 to 15 cents 
a bushel on their capacity, which was 
about as much as was earned by the 
distilleries that were running.

Last winter many of the dis- 
tillers expressed dissatisfaction with 
the Western Export Association. Some 
of the large distillers in Peoria decided 
that a change was necessary, and since 
February last they have been organ iz- 
ing the Trust Company above referred 
to. So far they have been as successful 
as they expected, and have induced 
about 80 per cent. of the distillers to 
join. It is believed that those still 
standing out must soon come in. It is 
the intention of the trust toselect from 
the distillers those that can make the 
cheapest spirits, and they will run at 
their full ca 88 thus dimishing the 
cost of p ction. During the past 
six years the distilleries that have been 
running were doing so upon a reduced 
capacity, say at 20 or 30 per cent. of 
their full capacity. This naturally m- 
= materially the cost of produc-

been expo to that country, 
where alcohol is now being made as 
cheap as here. We now have to depend 
upon the domestic markets, and our 


total exports of alcohol do not exceed | 5° 


15,000 barrels a year. From these facts 
whisky men infer that immense bene- 
fit is to be derived from the Whisky 
Trust, while it also urged that it is very 
dangerous to the Government and the 
people when the distillers are not 
making a pron, as the chances for 
defrauding Uncle Sam are thereby 
largely increased. It is thought that 
75 per cent. of the spirits to be made 
under the trust will be made in Peoria, 
as it is claimed they have the facilities 
for making whisky cheaper than other 
sections of the country, it being a large 
corn-produciag country, and coal being 
worth but 5 to 6 cents a bushel. Some 
of the Chicago distilleries will, of 
course. be operated, as well as those in 
Cincinnati, and possibly one in St. 
Louis. Many of the Peoria distilleries 
cost from $250,000 to $300,000. There are 
also valuable plants in other localities 
in the West. Experienced whisky mer- 
chants say that the formation of the 
Whisky Trust will have no effect upon 
the market, and they generally favor 
the proposed trust, mainly because it 
insures . market and uniformity 
of price. In New York are eight ex- 
tensive rectifying establishments. They 
are the middle men between the pro- 
ducers and the jobbers. After the 
they a are produced at the distilleries 
— shipped here and are refined 
. for the requirements of 
the PO bing trade. These rectifiers 
have invested in their business over 
$1,000,000, and 13 an annual busi- 
ness of $12,000 000. During the past 
five or six vears these rectifiers made 
à very insignificant profit, owing to the 
competition here, and the same was the 
case in other cities. Under the trust it 
is understood that their interests are 
to be protected, and they are conse- 
quently in favor of the new scheme.
